cork out of the bottle, but now the pop has been heard. Things 
were to have dated from the convention of the League of Eepub- 
lican clubs, at Santa Cruz, but president Ferd Rule very fool- 
ishly postponed that even because of the big shake-up, and so 
things have gone on nearly to the middle of June without so 
much as the whisper of a campaign. 


But they are at it here now and advantage is being taken 


of every move on the political chessboard. The big players 
are Pardee and Gillett, congressman from the first district. 
Pardee has a lead in the game. The struggle is to take that lead 
away from him. Gillett has behind him Humboldt county; 
quite a little support from the other counties of his district; 
George A. Knight and Ms popularity; and Thomas E. Bard, 
former United States Senator. But Pardee, with Alameda to 
begin on, and a general notion throughout the state that he has 
made a good governor, has by far the better of the position. He 
would very easily dispose of Gillett if the two were left to 
fight it out alone. 


But there are other factors. For instance, there is Warren 


Porter. He is a rich and locally popular man. He hates Pardee. 
because the governor did not reappoint him as prison director 
—a technical blunder. Porter can get the delegation from his 
home county of Santa Cruz, and Monterey and San Luis Obispo 
will unquestionably fall into line. His brother-in-law is the 
State Central Committeeman from Santa Barbara, and unless 
the ambition of Judge Taggart to go on the appellate bench 
interferes with the game in that county, Porter will get that 
delegation. But beyond that all is conjecture for Porter. 


Then there is J. O. (Black) Hayes of San Jose. He will 


begin his fight, as he did four years ago, with the Santa Clara 
delegation behind him. Probably he can secure the San Mateo 
delegation also. After that he must look to his money, which 
he spends ^ery freely in politics, and to Abe Euef for his 
further support. The men who are close to Euef expect that 
he will declare for Hayes 
With the exception of Attorney 


Countrymen these men say that Mayor Schmitz is not to be a 
candidate for the Republican nomination. Countryman thinks 
Schmitz wants the governorship so badly that he will break with 
Euef if the boss does not give him the San Francisco delegation, 
the great majority of which all are agreed Ruef will control. 
But all the others of the Ruef party say Schmitz is soured by 
the recent criticism and doesn't want the governorship or any 
other office. So Ruef can hand his big bunch of delegates, per- 
haps one hundred and thirty, over to Hayes if he wants to. 


Euef does not like Pardee. Neither does Schmitz. There 


is a natural antagonism between the two forces in politico 


man, Euef has had no pull in the governdr's office, so it may Tie 
taken for granted he will not throw his votes to Pardee, except 
as a last resort. 


Frank Short of Fresno has decided to take Senator Chester 


A. Eowell's place in the senate; so^he is no longer a factor in 
the gubernatorial scrapping. Lieutenant Governor Alden An- 
derson has not rallied any particular strength to his standard. 
Senator Charles M. Belshaw makes progress in his ambition 
to be governor. 


But down in Los Angeles Henry T. Gage still looms as a 


dangerous possibility. Gage is torn between two desires. He 
is a fighter. He would like to have his revenge on Pardee for 
beating him four years ago. He would like to make many of 
his political enemies '/come to heel." He enjoys the kindly 
things that are said about him in the papers. He'd glory in 
a campaign. But the thought of being governor" for four years 
more fills him with disgust. He has a fine practice. He is mak- 
ing money, fie doesn't want to lose aU that for the privilege 
of living in Sacramento.

If Gage could get the nomination, whirl through a cam- 


paign, secure the election, take the oath of office, work out a 
few revenges, and then resign, he'd get into the fight in a minute. 
But the four year of place hunters and criticism give Trim pause. 
Still, if he says the word he can have a strong support in the 
south, and Euef would take his men to him in preference to 
anybody after Hayes was out of it. 


Still, I think the battle is between Pardee and Gillett as 


things now shape themselves. Gillett has some backing from 
"The, Organization," which hasn't any particular use for 
Pardee. Senator Bard can give him Ventura county and some 
votes here and there throughout the state. Hell get many a 
vote that he knows nothing about— the votes that show the quirt 
work of Herrin and the organizing ability of Hatton. But for 
all of that Pardee has the lead just now, and he has the advantage 
of a calamity year when the tendency of most men is to let -well 
enough alone in politics. 


Some of the best fighting is to be over the judgeships— the 


positions on the supreme and appellate benches. With Justices 
Henshaw and Lorrigan willing to combine in their present 
places, and with Judge Burnett of Sonoma, Judge Ellison of 
Tehama, Judge Melvin of Alameda and others eager to take 
their places, the battle for the top bench positions is certain to 
be spirited.

Bryan and Hearst Contrasted. 


The Bryan wave appears to be still rising and gaining broader 


Sweep. Mayor Thayer of Norwich, who is slated for the Detno- 
tratic Gubernatorial nomination in Connecticut, has declared for 
ibim, and the county conventions in Indiana show a great revival 
of Brjan enthusiasm. 


Some of this is undoubtedly real, but a great deal of the Bryan 


sentiment making itself so prominent in Democratic politics at this 
time must properly be ascribed to fear of William Randolph Hearst. 


It is not that the Democratic leaders love Bryan more but that 


the> love Hearst less. Hearst's persistent attacks on bosses and 
machines all over the country have earned him the hearty hatred 
of machine leaders of both the conservative and radical factions. 
•His defiant disregard of caucus dictation ahd his manner of turning 
the light on the financial operations of Democratic millionaires of 
the Belmont, Parker, Whitney type have inspired a feeling akin to 
dread in the minds of the Bourbon element. Hence the rew found 
enthusiasm for Bryan. It is an enlistment under the banner of King 
Stork as a defense'against the rule of King Log. 
But Bryan's status 


with the thoughtful elements of society has undoubtedly improved. 
[This is due partly to political evolution and partly to the trend of 
.-tvents since the Presidential election of 1904. 


The public mind is clearer, much clearer, today as to what is 


radicalism than it was half a dozen years ago. A demand for obedi- 
ence to the law and for the abatement of flagrant abuses has often 
been smothered by the cry that it was an expression of radicalism, 
which many people are prone to confound with empiricism. 


Bryan discredited himself when he first sprang into national 


.prominence by advocating a financial heresy that the philosophy 
and experience of the age rejected and by adherence to an exploded 
economic theory- Nevertheless his ideas as to the necessity for 
governmental control and regulation of transportation agencies have 
' been accepted as axiomatic and their enforcement has been made 
the salient feature of the Roosevelt administration. However, 
Hearst's attitude is more logical and unequivocal than Bryan's He 
is an uncompromising advocate of government ownership of public 
Utilities on the broadest scale. 


Hearst does not temporize with the issue or accept it on a lim- 


ited scale and within a restricted field of operation. The principle 
is either sound or unsound. He declares it to be sound, and hence | succeeding the fire, 
accepts it unreservedly and without limitation. 


In this particular Mr. Bryan is rather cloudy and incoherent,

attacks Governor Pardee because the executive declined to include 
n the relief legislation to be considered at the extra session- the 
scheme to consolidate all the towns within a radius of forty miles 
•with Los Angeles." 


The law already provides a method of bringing about consoli- 


dation, but if it did not, the Los Angeles proposition is not even 
remotely a relief measure. Moreover, it is bitterly opposed by the 
towns Los Angeles proposes to ar>"-»-!>. T'ubln- sentiment is strongly 
against it in Pasadena. If the pi- j\ !t alucud by the scheme were 
substantially unanimous in favor of it, the tact that it is in no sense 
a relief measure might be waived. 


But the Governor was earnestly implored by citizens of Los 


Angeles county not to pass this consolidation scheme up to the 
Legislature. The situation down there is very similar to the sit- 
uation here. A great many excellent, well-meaning people insist 
upon Berkeley, Alameda and Emeryville consolidating with Oak- 
land without asking the consent of the inhabitants of those cities. 
That is precisely what Los Angeles wants to do. The Angelinos do 
not propose to let anyone but themselves have a voice in the mat- 
ter. Their position is an affront to the sense of fair play. 


, And they cannot absorb other municipalities against the will 


of their inhabitants any more than consolidation can be effected in 
this county in defiance of the wishes of Berkeley, Alameda and 
Emeryville. Had the Governor thrown these municipal consolida- 
tion schemes at the Legislature there would have been mischief 
afoot from the very, start. Bitter factional disputes wduld at the 
outset have obscured relief legislation and impeded the passage of 
bills urgently necessary. Inevitably the relief Mils would have be- 
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To get good

come bound up with the consolidation schemes, to the detriment 
of candid consideration and speedy action. 


Governor Pardee deserves the thanks of the people for sparing 


them an unseemly squabble that would probably, have become a 
State scandal. 


It is not easy to see why the San Francisco Relief Committee 


desires the refugees in the Qakland camps to return to the burned 
city 
Neither the refugees nor San Francisco will be benefited by 


the return. Under the circumstances, the refugees will only consti- 
tute a surplus population, and just now the last thing San Fran- 
cibco needs is surplus population. The two classes most needed 
across the bay just now are energetic workers and men with money. 
These are not found at this late day in the refugee camps. Appar- 
ently the San Franciscans are averse to seeing a dollar of the relief 
fund spent in Oakland. It is hard to forgive this city for the kind 
and helpful part her citizens played in the dark days immediately 


t>r, perhaps, to state it more correctly, vague and indefinite in the 
Statement of his views 
He is either infirm in his convictions, unde- 


cided in his conclusions or wanting in candor in making himself 
{understood. 


With Hearst it is different. 
He is for governmental contrpl 


'first and for government ownership afterward. There is no ques- 
tion as to where he stands nor what he proposes to do. If he had 
the power, he would drive every public utility corporation out of 
existence and have their properties taken over by city, State or 
Nation. 


What Bryan would do is largely a matter of conjecture, though 


the general tenor of his utterances on this 'head indicate a belief in 
regulation b\ the nation and ownership by the State or municipality. 
Certain!} not a very logical position, since it compromises a princi- 
ple in order to avoid throwing overboard the ancient Democratic 
dogma of States' rights and \vhat is loosely termed local self gov- 
ernment 
Bryan stands between Roosevelt and Hearst, represent- 


ing positively the policy, of neither without being ranked as an op- 
ponent of one or the other. Indeed, Bryan seems to have ridden the 
wave of radicalism for a time, but, being finally swept into an eddy, 
is circling round and round on the edge of the current that is forcing 
itself onward. He may once more ride the torrent, but not likely 
from the present outlook. 


The report on the conditions which prevail in the Chicago pack- 


Ing houses comes under the head of muckraking. In this instance 
the muck rake has been applied in a way to bring about n sahitan 
change. 


It is understood that Vice-President Fairbanks is an active can- 


didate to succeed Roosevelt. If politics were a game of freezeout. 
Fa-rbanks would win hands down. But it is a game in which the 
cold storage battery does not work well.

to the conviction that the Chicago packers sell a good deal of beef 
that is not even embalmed.

VIOLETS IN THE PATH. 


The Case of Marshal Shine. 


The efforts being made to displace United States Marshal John 


H. Shine aptly illustrate the shameless greed and injustice of office- 
seeking. Nobody has ever claimed that Marshal Shine is not a 
model official. 
It is admitted on all sides that he is capable, faith- 


ful, vigilant and upright, and that his record during the eight years 
lie has held the marshalship is admirable. No reproach attaches 
to him as a man or an official, and no one worthy of credence will 
assert that Mr. Shine is not better qualified now than he was in the 
beginning to administer his office. 


Yet a desperate fight is being made and powerful influences 


Invoked to get Mr. Shine out of the government service. Why? 


Solely that his job may be given to a politician who has secured the 
taking of men influential in Washington. The energy and persist- 
ence displayed in the effort to put a good man out of office merely 
that another man may get his place and draw his salary present 
politics in the most sordid aspect. It is being put forth m defiance 
of every rule of conduct observed by business men, who cling to 
employes \\ho have proved themselves capable and trustworthy. 


The effort to oust Marshal Shine ought to fail. It is without 


'decent excuse or justification in public policy. The judges of the 
[United States courts unite in saying Mr. Shine should be re*- 
appointed. They recommend it, for he is not only, upright and 
efficient but is courteous and obliging in the extreme. All who have 
Come in contact with it have been impressed by the spirit of courtesy 
.which pervades it. 
\, 


Since the great fire Marshal Shine has added a new claim to 


Consideration. He was efficient in assisting to bring order out of 
Chaos and in promoting relief work. 
For two weeks he was on 


the go incessantly, and the zeal and capacity he exhibited were the 
Subject of much favorable comment. 


But another man wants his job, and that makes all the differ- 


tnce in the world. The principle of the civil service law is held 
not to apph to appointive offices, but there is no good reason why 
it should not. The President has often spoken in defense of that 
principle, and \v e only wish he could have set forth to him by some 
trustworthy, influential citizen the facts in Shine's case. If he were 
Silly acquainted with the situation we are confident Shine would 
be leappointcd. 


The people of San Francisco are not going to sit down and 


patiently wait for building materials while the shipmasters and sail- 
ors hold a hundred-day talkfcst. Because owners and sailors disa- 
gree about the scale of wages, they agree to tie up coast traffic en- 
tirely. Each side proposes to do nothing till the other side gives 
In. Owners will not sail their vessels because the strikers refuse 
to man them. It would be hard to imagine a more absurd situa- 
jtion, yet it is none the less serious and exasperating. It presents a 
serious obstacle to the rebuilding of San Francisco, and places in 
jeopardy the employment and daily bread of many thousands of 
workmen.

Professor Law- 
eon and Professor Omorl, the latter 
a Japanese scientist, went over the 
ground carefully and in eloquent lan- 
guage told of the result of the quake 
as recorded by them. Their eloquence 
held the throng spellbound.

WONDERFUL EGGS ARE 


LAID IN CASTRO VALLEY 


By Scientific Evolution They Are 


Produced Flat Ended and 


With Handles. 


SAN LBJANDKO, June 9.—The San 


Leandro Reporter Is responsible for 
the following remarkable egg story: 


Manuel Rodriguez Furtado, of Cas- 


tro valley, has, It is reported, succeed- 
ed In cultivating a race of chickens 
which produce 
eggs 
already fitted 


with handle* for convenience of eat- 
ing them. One exhibition recently was 
taken from the nest of a white leg- 
horn hen. It la normal in size and 
general appearance, except on the 
amaller end there Is a continuance of 
the shell formation, measuring half an 
Inch at Its base, tapering for nearly 
two Inches and measuring two points, 
which resemble the tall of a fish. 


Th« form of the excrescence is a 


enrve, the smaller end resting near the 
middle of the shell and having a per- 
fect resemblance of the handle of a 
teacup. The opposite side of the egg- 
shell la flattened so that the structure 
wlH atand alone. The hens have laid 
aeven eggs of similar conformation, 
each furnished with a 
well defined 


handle. 


Furtado has devoted a large portion 


of hU life to a series of experiments 
m the crosB-fertllizatlon 
of 
flowers 


and fruits. The egg with a handle is 
a direct remit of his experiments in 
aopwmduoed evolution. 


Several weeks ago, while breaking 


an egg at the breakfast table, he con- 
ceived the Idea that an eggshell with 
•'a handle, which would form tta own 
cup, would not only save lots of. dish- 
washing, but would be at once a sci- 
entific and culinary trimupV There- 
upon he caused the inside 
of 
the 


building where the hens are confined 
during the winter 'to be painted white. 
Food was "taken te the hens in large, 
white vessels, each having one handle. 
Water was furnished in similar ves- 
sels of a smaller size. Across the sin- 
gle window white teacups were sus- 
pended ori strings. 
No 
other fur- 


nishings of any other, shapes were per.- 
mitted to be around the buildings. Th,e 
hens were nightly sung to sleep to the 
tune of drinking songs. 
Within ten 


days many of the eggs had slight ex- 
crescences on one end, and after two 
weeks the new eggs 
had 
definitely 


formed handles. 


BROKEN PITCHER HELPED.

Insurance Companies 
Growing Bolder. 


People who have entertained 


optimistic views concerning the 
insurance situation—which the 
Argonaut decidedly has not—are 
gradually changing their,opin- 
ions. With the lapse of the many 
weeks since the fire the compa- 
nies seem to be growing bolder in 
their attitude of semi-hostility to 
the policyholders. The English

companies weeks ago announced' 
their intention to contest in the 
courts all claims complicated with 
earthquake damages or dynamite 
damages caused by the authori- 
ties. The American companies, 
while not explicitly upholding 
any, such action, remained silent 
on the subject, thereby leading 
optimistic policyholders to be- 
lieve that the American compa- 
nies would not stand so strongly 
on technicalities as the English 
companies. 
But a meeting was 


held in New York city on June 
1st at which a number of impor- 
tant companies were represented. 
At this meeting resolutions were 
passed declaring that where a 
building1 had been damaged be- 
fore the fire, such policies should 
not be paid; that where buildings 
had probably been damaged by 
earthquake, but net sufficiently 
to bring them within the pro- 
visions of the "fallen building 
clause" in the policies, ''such 
claims should be settled by a rea- 
sonable compromise." Also where 
owners, by reason of destruction 
of books, records* and policies, are 
unable to supply the proofs of 
loss required by their policies, 
"such claims should be settled by 
a reasonable compromise." 


From this it is evident that a 


large number of American com- 
panies intend, like the English 
companies, to stand on technical- 
ities and fight everything in the 
courts. The last clause we have 
mentioned, showing that 
these 


companies intend to fight the un- 
fortunate 
policyholders 
whose 


policies and books have been de- 
stroyed by fire, shows to what 
unutterable depths of baseness 
American insurance men can fall.

Widening the 
Other Fellow's Street.

burned-down there arose a queer 
chorus of congratulation over the 
disappearance of street lines. For 
a time it almost seemed that San 
Francisco was glad she had burn- 
ed.

Where- 
upon the Other Fellow replied 
with a brilliant fantasia concern- 
ing the iniquity of touching his 
street, and the desirability, nay, 
the vital necessity of widening 
some Other Fellow's street.

I Harriman on 
San Francisco., 


The a'rticle on San Francisco 


by E. H. Harriman which has 
been published in the May num- 
ber of Sunset is of much interest• 
to business men. Everybody re-1 
gards Mr. Harriman as one of the j 
keenest of our American finan-! 
ciers. 
He has not attained hisj 


great prominence amongst the j 
financial magnates of New York j 
without brains and foresight of 
the first order. It is, therefore, 
most encouraging at this juncture 1 
to find that Mr. Harriman sees j 
no clouds on the horizon for the 
New San Francisco we all want 
to assist in building. 


"It is fortunate," says Mr. Har- 


riman, "that San Francisco was 


only at thc beginning of » new 
era of construction, and the bus- 
iness city, that is" to be was large- 
ly of plans yet under contempla- 
tion. The modern steel structures 
escaped practically without dam- 
age by the earthquake and the 
construction

buildings of a similar nature can 
now 'be pursued with added as- 
s,urance as to their, stability.

Beyond any

and proof against fires." 


Mr. Harriman thinks that as 


with Chicago and Baltimore so 
the destructive fire in San Fran- 
cisco "will be in the end the 
foundation for aifiner and greater 
city, which within a reasonable 
length of time will reach in prog- 
ress a point far beyond that 
which occurred before the earth- 
quake and fire." 


The destruction of the earth- 


quake itself did not impress Mr. 
Harriman as in the least discour- 
aging. 
Faulty construction of 


buildings was an important factor 
in thc loss, he thinks. Mr. Harri- 
man noticed, too, that many of 
the older houses erected by the 
pioneers, who had a wise fore- 
thought for the possibility of 
earthquakes, withstood the shock 
unharmed. He might have par- 
ticularized the Palace hotel as es- 
pecially strong and 
earthquake 


proof, though only a structure of 
brick and wood. 


"Aside from -the flimsier tene- 


ments and time-worn houses of 
cheap construction," 
says Mr. 


Harriman, "the residence district 
presents no general evidence of 
earthquake damage save fallen 
chimneys." 


This keen observer no doubt 


also noticed that Oakland, which 
was shaken just as severely as 
San Francisco, 
obliterated 
all 


traces of earthquake damage in 
two weeks. 
In our larger city 


one month would have sufficed to 
cover up nearly every, trace of 
the earthquake destruction. 
But 


the awful fire has left sears that 
will take years to Iieal. 


Mr. Harriman is unstinted in 


jhis praise of the courage and 


charity of our citizens in the hour 1 
of trial and has good words for 
Generals Funston and Greely and 
Major Devol, the efficient chief oi 
he commissary, department He 
also eulogizes Mayor Schmitz, 
declaring that the head of the 
municipality had "risen to the 
occasion" and "has notably prov- 
en himself to b* the man of the 
hour." Let us hope that the may- 
or will live up to this certificate 
of character and con*inue^to be 
the mayor of all the people and 
not the representative of only 
that part of it organized for po- 
litical 
purposes. 
Of Admiral 


Goodrich and the 
co-operation 


of the navy in trying to save the 
city. Mr. Harriman also is out- 
spoken in his eulogy. His com- 
ment on the militia is worth quot- 
ing verbatim, in view of some re- 
cent criticisms on that deserving 
body of young men. He says: 


•"The State militia, California 


National Guard, was in some in- 
stances adversely criticized, but 
to my mind, its officers and men 
are entitled to and will receive a 
full share of the gratitude and re- 
spect of the citizens of San Fran- 
cisco and California. These men 
left their private affairs and their 
homes at a critical time, many la- 
boring under the distress of per- 
sonal loss, and gave their service 
to their state in her hour of need. 
Among them some were untried, 
and it was not strange that a very 
few might commit acts of indis- 
cretion, but 
praise, and only 


praise, is due the National Guard 
of California foi its service in this 
crisis." 


What will interest business 


men more than all, however, is 
Mr. Harriman's estimate of the 
future possibilities of our city. 
He says: 


"California 
was never more 


prosperous than now. The crop 
outlook is better than for many 
seasons past, all business inter- 
ests are on a sound basis and thc 
banks are strong in resources. 
The wonderful resourcefulness of 
the state which goes to make 
great cities like San Francisco 
has not been materially affected 
or limited. 


"San Francisco's commanding 


position in relation to the com- 
merce of thc world is unaffected, 
and the city's facilities in trans- 


portation lines, wharves and 
docks is intact. Probably, for these 
reasons Sfcn Francisco is better 
able to stand such a catastrophe 
than any other city, in the coun- 
try. For the present there is in 
the city sufficient labor of all 
kinds, and not until rebuilding is 
in full progress will more be 
needed. Yet San Francisco will 
astonish the world with quick* 
ness of reconstruction. 
Rapidly 


thc city is becoming a beehive of 
activity, and ere long the imper- 
ishable sp-rit of San Francisco, 
clothed anew, will invite 
you 


within the gates of the new and 
greater metropolis of the Pacific."

The 
issuance 
of 
Mayor 


Schmitz's official statement about 
the earthquake and fire is a com- 
mendable proceeding. The may- 
or is correct in declaring that the 
reports sent out during the days 
of calamity were exaggerated and 
conveyed erroneous ideas of the 
damage dene to San Francisco by 
the earthquake. He points out 
that the fire was the real calam- 
ity and even that swept only "one 
eleventh of the area of San Fran- 
cisco, leaving ten elevenths un- 
scorched and standing." While 
the outside world will, of course, 
believe that the mayor is interest- 
ed in minimizing the catastrophe, 
it will nevertheless give much at- 
tention to his official statement. 
Such documents have a great deal 
of weight with outsiders, and es- 
pecially when the facts stated 
therein are indisputable. The 
mayor's forecast of the industrial 
activity that must follow the fire 
is correct. He says: "The imme- 
diate future of this city will be 
marked by the initiation of nu- 
merous enterprises of magnitude 
that will keep the people busy 
and provide ready money in 
wages, salaries and profits suffi- 
cient to lay deep the foundations 
of unexampled prosperity.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 9.-There is a lot of talk in the 


daily press about the "insurance situation" but as a matter of 
fact, there is no "insurance situation." To be plain with you 
it is simply a case of this: ;The insurance companies have lost 
something over $200,000,600 by the destruction of the greater 
part of San Francisco. The people to whom this vast amount 
of money is due need it and need it badly. The majority of 
them don't want securities. They wantvcash. Did you ever 
stop to figure what it means to get over $200,000,000 m cash. If 
you did you will know the reason why the insurance companies 
are not paying up as rapidly as they should. 
- 
To get the somewhat over $200,000,000 to make good the 


fire losses of San Francisco the insurance companies have to go 
to Mr. Eockef eller, Mr. Ryan, Mr. Morgan, the Rothschilds and 
other gentlemen engaged in the business of loaning vast amounts 
of money at a rate of interest that fluctuates with the supply and 
the demand. Had it not been for the San Francisco fire I don't 
suppose that John D. Rockefeller would have felt himself finan- 
cially able to take the European trip which he is now enjoying 
and which the newspapers are so faithfully chronicling in detail. 


It is evidently the policy of the big insurance companies to 


pay off the small policyholders as far as possible and to deal 
with the large losers in time settlements. The rich people can 
very well afford to accept a ten, or twenty, or thirty thousand 
dollar advance on their losses now and a like payment six months 
hence with the remaining losses paid up in proportionate in- 
stallments.

Still, in the budget, it is proposed to cut down 
the appropriation for the Fire Department nearly half a million 
dolars. Should this provision go through, many of the heroes 
of the disaster, who have not only lost their homes but have 
had members of their families maimed, will in addition lose 
their bread and butter.

FiremSn are the most charitable .people in the world. While 


they make no pretensions towards doing good for others, they 
are continually contributing tp charities that lesson the suffer- 
ings of the poor and .the lowly. , 


I heard last night that every fire house in San Francisco 


has been in the habit of contributing from five to seven dollars 
a month to the Little Sisters of the Poor, probably the most 
self-sacrificing human organization the world has known. 


In honor of his parents, Banker LeBreton, has built for this 


order a magnificent home out by the Presidio where over four 
hundred and fifty aged paupers are cared for as though they 
were kings and queens. The Little Sisters of the Poor have 
to maintain this establishment by begging. Everything they get 
in the way of food or clothing is solicited and as usual it is the 
poor who contribute the most. But among all the contributors 
none give so willingly or heartily as the firemen. 


Fire Commissioners Barrett and Bollo have taken up the 


cause of the heroes and I have no doubt they will be able to 
persuade the supervisors to cut the trimmings off other depart- 
ments of the municipal government and grant the full demands 
anJ just deserts of the firemen.

-And while writing of the resumption c f the fighting game 


T am pleased to be in a position to give my readers the actual 
facts of the Nelson-Heirera fiasco at Los Angeles. It really does 
me good to get at the heart of these fakes for if the truth were 
told about half these alleged fights the public would reach a 
stage of disgust that would force the promoters and their retinue 
of press agents that handle them to be honest. 


In the first place Tom M'cGary the "blooded" promotor 


of Los Angeles, who has been so lavishly praised'for his "game- 
ness" in putting up a purse of $20,000 for the Dane and the 
Mexicano to battle for is really the manager of Herrera. The 
man Jacobs who formerly slung hash in a lunch wagon and 
who now poses as the handler of the Mexican, is r,imply a stall. 
So when Herrera refused to fight Nelson upon the advice of his 
manager, he was not acting according to the instructions of 
Jacobs at all; he was carrying out the secret instructions of 
McGary, his-real boss. 


As'a promotor McGary pretended to be terribly cut up over 


the failure of Nelson and Herrera to put on the gloves. He and 
his press agents stated that he was .quite willing to let the purse 
stand no matter what the size of the house; but I notice that 
as soon as he found that there was only $12,000 in the house 
and that he stood to lose $8000 on the venture there was no 
fight and the $20,000 purse stayed in his safe. 


I am convinced that both Nelson and Nolan and the entire 


bunch were in on the deal. The only ones fooled were the dear 
public. But the public will not stand to be always fooled, least 
of all'the Los Angeles public, which is of exceeding tightness. 
If Nelson and Herrera were billed to meet in the city of the Lost 
Angels just now I doubt whether there would even be $12,000 in 
the box office. 


It is the prayer of all well right minded people on this side 


of the bay regardless of political or creed preference that no 
greater blessing can befall San Francisco than the abolition of 
the bar annex to the corner grocery. For years the small and 
dangerous gin mills that have been run in connection with the 
corner groceries of San Francisco have been a menace to the 
public morals more far reaching than any other form of evil 
with which the town was afflicted. And strange to say this evil 
was never adequately ventilated in the ^newspapers or from the 
pulpit. 


Just why no one ever properly exploited it I cannot say. 


Some years ago when high license was advocated the newspapers 
were pulled down on the question of a proposed crusade against 
the grog shops on the grounds that hundreds of families would 
be deprived of a means of livelihood if the corner grocery bars 
were closed. Incidentally a race question was sprung and none 
of the big dailies cared to butt into that sort of a game for fear 
of losing circulation. 


But now that the subject has been pretty well aired before 


. the special committee of the supervisors and that the mayor 


has hinted his desire to see no more bars in corner groceries, 
everyone seems to be a self-constituted committee of one to knock 
and exploit the evil. 


The vice of the tenderloin could never be as dangerous as 


the vice of the corner grocery bar because the vice of that section 
of the town was practically under surveilance, whereas the cor- 


ner grocery bar evil was of such a peculiar nature that surveil- 
ance, especially by the police, was out of the question. 


I am not preaching of the corner grocery bar as many 


people know it. I am not mouthing against the small bar where 
workingmen went to get a glass of beer after fieir daily toil 
or where the home growler was weighed and filled. What I 
mean by the corner grocery bar evil is the ^vil resulting from 
the wholesale patronage of these places by women and children. 
It was almost impossible to go into a grocery store even in the 
best neighborhoods of old San Francisco without encountering 
a woman putting away a glass of whisky or rather what was 
labeled whisky behind a pile of cracker boxes. And I may 
remark that this phase of the evil was more vicious north of 
Market street than it was south of the slot. 


Children who would not be served with liquor under any 


circumstances in even* a second rate saloon could always get 
their fill in the corner grocery. And women who would not 
dare enter the downtown cafes with men had no hesitancy in 
making dangerous assignations with them in coiner groceries. 


It wouldn't be so bad if the stuff sold in tuese dens was 


half way decent. But as a matter of fact most of the whisky 
was merely colored wood alcohol and the other alleged beverages 
were equally, adulterated drugs. They even wert so far as to 
imitate the cheapest of mineral waters and the chemicals they 
used in the preparation of mixed drinks were powerful enough 
tc kill a regiment of case hardened soldiers. 


From this you can readily see the menace these dens were 


to the morals of the community. Inebriety from the drugs sold 
in these places under the guise of liquor •was half the time akin 
to madness. Instead of jocular intoxication it produced murder- 
ous halucinations and brought out all that was bad aand vicious 
in the unfortunate victim.

The saloon men have received assurance that they may open 


in July. In fact they claim they will be doing business on 
and after July 5th. Already a number of the downtown stands 
are preparing to resume. But just what hours the dispensers 
of the stuff that makes a poor Irishman feel like a rich Jew will 
be permitted to keep is still a mooted question. While many 
of the saloon men want to run the entire twenty-four hours the 
more conservative element will be quite willing to do business 
between the hours of 6 a. m. and midnight. 


However strong influence is being brought to bear upon the 


mayor to limit the business hours of barrooms from dawn to 
dusk. So great is the profit on whisky and kindred beverages 
that a fair sale of twelve hours daily will enable a man to pay 
a big license, a high rent, live well, maintain an expensive family 
and get rich in a few years. 


For instance, there never was a bar in San Francisco that 


paid more than $2.50 a gallon for whisky and the majority 
of the so-called first class saloons were content to dispense $1.75 
goods over th^ bar for twelve and a half cents a jolt. Bar sherry, 
claret and soft drinks cost little or nothing. 


But the saloon business in San Francisco may not be the 


golden harvest it was before the fire. Since the coming of the 
dry town many people have got into the way of keeping a goodly 
supply of wet goods in their own homes. This system of tippling 
is far better and far cheaper than the saloon game and one or 
two wholesalers tell me that in future they-exped to do as great 
a family trade as they formerly did with the saloons.

While the official list of dead resulting from the fire is 


somewhere in the neighborhood of four hundred I am afraid 
that when the full roll of the missing is tabulated it will total 
several thousand. A policeman told me that on one block south 
of Market street, where a number of questionable lodging houses 
flourished, over five hundred men and women were buried be- 


I neath the ruins. 


While the registered loss of life was comparatively light 


throughout the district north of Market street, if the truth were 
known the list of the dead there would be'heartrending. Al- 
though the matter has been hushed up by the local press and 
very few people have even privately commented on it, over one 
hundred persons perished with the French restaurants. 


In Delmonico's alone, I am reliably informed by one of the 


upstairs waiters, over fifty men and women met their end. 


A well known citizen of Oakland (unmarried) who passes 


the evening in Delmonieo's and who largely escap<«l with his life, 
has told me the names of several men he knew to be in the 
restaurant at the time of the temblor. As many of these genile- 
men were eminently respectable and happily mariied, I don't see 
any use of making their names public so long as their relatives 
are perfectly willing to keep them private. 


I sxippose it will all wind up like the Baldwin hotel fire. 


You doubtless remember that when that structure went up in 
smoke a number, of people were missing. The remains of one 
, young woman who was supposed to l>e in Santa Cruz by her 
parents were found in the ruins several weeks after the fire. 


For months after that tragedy people were almost afraid 


to make public the fact that a young woman had disappeared 
for fear that someone would start to prove that she was a guest 
of the hotel on that fatal morning. 
, 


Of course, there can be no accurate list of victims of the 


recent disaster compiled until the debris is aU cleared away 
and the situation in the camps straightened out In the mean- 
time let us hope that the list of unfortunates will not total 
anything like the predictions of the policemen whose beats were 
south of Market street and 'over on the Barbarv roast.

CRIMINAL LAWS NOT ENFORCED. 


There is nothing- in the statistics to 


account for this enormous decrease in 
executions. There are two causes, one 
being the growing sentiment against 
capital punishment, but the most im- 
portant one Is the lax administration 
of the criminal laws, and the fact that 
attorneys take advantage

technicality to save the lives of the 
murderers they are employed to de- 
fend.

In 1892 
there were 230 persons lynched, this 
being the highest cumber who were

BT WAU5ON FAWCETT. 


In th* estimation of the thousands upon 
thousand a ot p«rson» who each year visit 
th* national capital thera Is apparently 
only one point of Interest which may be 
Kald to rival the White House as a mag- 
net for the sightseer. 
This universal 
m«cca la the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing. This unique Institution occupies 
n great brick building almost under the 
shadow of the famous Washington Monu- 
ment, and Its function la to provide the 
people of Uncle Sam's domain, including 
not only the United States proper, but the 
Philippines. Hawaii. Porto 
Hico and 
Guam, with all the paper money and 
postage stamps which may be needed to 
s-eep our portion oC the world In motion. 


As the population of the country has in- 


oreased and the activities of the govern- 
ment have expanded, the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing has undergone rapid 
development, until now this odd print 
shop gives employment to nearly 3,000 per- 
sona, and it may Interest our feminine 
readers to know that more than one-half 
of them are women. Iftdeed, In order to 
Keep pace with the rate at which the 
great American people are now making 
the money fly, it is necessary for tha 
presses at tha big money factory to keep 
whirring fn their ceaseleas grind all 
through the night, aa well as during the 
daylight hours. 


Of the 3.00J employes only about 1.300 are 
engaged In the actual printing of tho 
precious product Almost all of this great 
army of toilers work shoulder to shoulder 
In a vase room known as the "bee hive." 
by reason of the fact that it is such a 
whirlpool of activity. All Uncle Sam's 
beautifully engraved securities, be they 
worth one cent or $10.000 each, are printed 
on old-fashioned hand presses, not very 
different from those devised by tho Italian 
Inventors centuries ago. and these quaint 
machines are crowded Into this big room 
es thickly as can be. 


Each press ts operated by a man known 
os a plate-printer, who is assisted by a 
young woman helper. The girl removes 
from the machine the piece of paper 
which has boen stamped with the magical 
'and substitutes for it a fresh. 


clean sheet The printer Inks the printing 
surf act by means of a hand-rouer and 
Vives the few quick turn* of tho wheel 
necessary to bring to bear the pressure 
that transforms ordinary paper Into leva! 
tender. But, to be more exact. It must oa 
admitted that it is not ordinary paper, 
after all. which Is used. Unol« Sam has 
this paper made especially for hii use by 
a secret prooms In a mill in Massachu- 
setts, which Is aa closely guarded as 
though it were a fort and wber« there are 
stationed government officers who will not 
permit the manufacture of any greater 
Saantity of the paper than the Treasury 
epartment can uae In its money-making. 
This paper. It may be explained, has many 
distinctive features which render it Im- 
possible for any counterfeiter to success- 
fully imitate it. but probably the "safe 
guard" with which the public Is roost 
familiar is the appearance In *e,paper oC 
lines, or bands, oC loose, colored silk, fiber, 
two of which may be see in every piece of 
currency. 


Of course, there Is no end of prepara- 
tion to be made ere all Is in readiness for 
the printing of the new money. First of 
all. a design has to be determined upon 
for each new style of greenback, just as 
for -each new variety of postage stamp 
and very often many different watercolor 
sketches have to be submitted to the offi- 
cials ere they find a drawing which suits 
them. 
When a design Is finally selected 
tt is turned over to the engravers, whose 
duty It Is to prepare the plates from 
which the printing is done and which cor- 
responds to the type in the ordinary 
classes of printing. 


These engravers are all experts, some of 


them receiving as high as $6,000 a year, 
and, moreover, they are all specialists, In 
that each devotes his entire time and 
talents to some one branch of the' work. 
Thus, one engraver is especially skilful in 
cutting vignettes; another's skill lies In 
scroll work; still another is an adept In 
artistic lettering, and so on. This necessi- 
tates a division of the labor of preparing 
a plate, and when a fresh design is. re- 
ceived to be perpetuated In steel tt Is ap- 
portioned among the different engravers, 
each of whom Is a past master in his own 
branch of the work, but not one of whom 
Is t-apablf of turnine out. unaided, a fin- 


ished plate. 
After the Tmrlona portions of a design 
hare been prepared separately the sec- 
tions are "assembled" or grouped to form 
a harmonious whole, and then the steel 
plate bearing this perfected design is 
baked at white heat in a novel furnace 
and treated to a bath of oil, which makes 
H almost aa hard as a diamond. It may 
be explained Just here, however, that the 
printing of postage stamps or 'currency is 
not done by means of an original plate of 
thin kind. That would be too risky, since 
an accident to an original plate would ne- 
cessitate the slow and laborious work of 
cutting an entirely new plate, and, more- 
over, It sometimes happens that Uncle 
Sam has rush orders for some special 
brand of his now money, and then, of 
course, It is necessary to keep a number 
of presses at work simultaneously print- 
Ing bills of the same denomination. This 
whole problem is, solved by having tha 
printing done from copies or replicas of 
the original plate. Of course, as many of 
these as desired may be made and dis- 
tributed to the various presses, and if an 
accident befall one of the printing plates 
It is a comparatively easy matter to .se- 
cure a duplicate. 


As has been said, less than half of the 


men and women who are employed at the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing are en- 
gaged In the' actual printing of the pre- 
cious bits of paper. The others devote 
their time to a variety of tasks, all sup- 
plementary In some degree to the work of 
printing. For Instance, a large force of 
women is engaged in -operating the ma- 
chines which guru mechanically tho backs 
of the stamps. This providing of a uni- 
form coating of adhesive for every on^ of, 
the millions upon millions of stantpd 
turned out. each year at the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing Is a decidedly 
bigger undertaking than most persona 
might imagine. 
The government spends nearly $50 a day 
merely for the gum which Is prepared In 
monster lOO-gallon kettles in the basement 
of the\big printery. In order to meet the 
varying climatic conditions of^the differ- 
ent seasons the character of the sticky 
substance is changed four times a year. 
The hardest gum Is used in summer and 
the softest in winter. The sheets of newly 
_printyd Btomps—400 stamps In each sheet— 


are given a coating of gum by passing un- 
der a roller, from which oo;:es Just the 
right proportion of mucllag*:, and then 
they ure carried by means of an endlesa 
chain through - a wooden tunnel 50 feet 
long, where tha temperature exceeds that 
of the hottest day In summer, and from 
which they emerge perfectly dry and 
ready for use. 


Another branch of the work of prepar- 


ing the postage stamp* which engages the 
attention of a considerable force of em- 
ployes is found In the operation of the 
machines anned with countless needle* 
which punch the holes 'which form the 
lines of perforation between the individual 


stamps. An Interesting pbaae of the work 
of moneymakmg 1* found in the aid ren- 
dered by a nuurelota numbectac taachla*.

cation as that vulgarly known as "but- 


I ting In." 
To be guilty of this crime Is 


to break the first commandment of the 


j social decalogue. 
"Butting In" Is the 
one unpardonable social sin, the one of- 
fense against good breeding and polite 
social usage (or which there is absolutely 


no 
justification, 
however 
great 
the 


ethical temptation may be which prompts' 
one to such action. 


Only the recording angel knows the 


extent of the 
"butter-ln's" 
iniquities, 


and, sad to say. he and she are in- 
variably otherwise the best of men and 
women. 
The "butter-in" Is never a 


vicious person, never a consciously un- 
kind or ungenerous Individual. 
On the' 
contrary, he is a person who is only too 
likely to needlessly w-orry himself over 
his duty, or what he mistakenly believes 
to be his duty, toward his fellow-men. 
He fails to realize the ethical truth and 
beauty implied in the maxim, Mind your 
' own business. 
No amount of juggling with ethics, or 


that which one interprets' as the ethical 
feeling, can pardon a breach of the law- 
set forth in that crude and homely ex- 
hortation. 
Take, for example, the case 


cited. 
Not" even . under such circum- 


stances would one' be justified In "but- 
ting in." 
To do so he would not only 


be most unchrlstlanlike, but guilty of 
sheer impudence. If all the facts in the 
case are true as cited, there is no reason 
in the world to assume that any one, 
however intimate the friendship might 
be toward ten mother of the girl, would 


be justified In bringing to 
light 
thls"butting in" Is ever justifiable In the ab-

Ethics—if it has any bearing whatever 
upon such a case—most obviously de- 
mands that he shall be allowed tp keep 
his secret inviolate from the knowledge 
of tho new world into which he has 
arrived by dint ol' honesty and Integrity 
and doubtlots much hard and 
patient 


work. 
It Is true, of course, that the 
young girl may bo,walking into a whole 
lifetime ot sorrow and wretchedness. 
It 
is true that upon discovery of this secret. 
If she ever should discover it, she may 
bitterly regret that some one., did not 
warn her In time. 
Nevertheless, these 


are only theories, and we are dealing 
here not with theories but with facts, 
and the facts spell out very clearly the 
words, "Don't butt in." Just because 
the butter-in may by chance, on occa- 
sion, happen to do an altruistic service 
by such action, it does not follow thai 


HERE'S AN INSTANCE. 


Take, for Instance, teh man or woman 
who through a mistaken sense of polite- 
ness "butts In." Society suffers from 
no greater bore than the man or woman 
thus afflicted. 
Such people fail to ap- 
preciate the fact that true politeness is 
largely negative; that its first principle 
is to mind one's own buslners strictly 
and permit others the same Joyous privi- 
lege; that only upon comparatively rare 
occasions should it allow itself- to go oat 
and deliberately try to be nice to others, 
so to speak. 
. We a'J suffer from the "butter-In" thus 
Inspires with a mistaken sense of polite- 
ness, though, because the suffering Is to 
complex and subtle a form of torture, 
few of us exactly realize what It is that 
causes the suffering. A brilliant example 
of this form of Idiocy happened in -a 
Broadway car the other day. 
A lady

she seated herself

to the 
woman opposite, the latter returning th« 
bow. 
That was all. Neither showed 


any undue exhibition of emotion at thns 
encountering each other In the

car, and each was comfortably absorbed 
with her own thoughts, each minding 
her own business most beautifully, when 
a mistaken male individual felt Ihmself 
culled upon to "butt In." 
This he pro- 
ceeded to do most atrociously by Jump- 
Ing ' up from MB seat 
alongside 
the 
woman opposite and insisting that the 
lady who had just sat down should take 
his seat alongside her newly discovered 
acquaintance. 


She politely declined the proffered seat, 
which tho overiealous "butter-In" Inter- 
preted only as modesty on her part—a 
reluctance to disturb his perusal of th« 
afternoon paper. 
The real reason was a 
perfectly logical one: *he had absolutely

BRIDES AND BRIDEGROOMS BECOMING MORE 


AND MORE INFREQUENT IN OLD ENGLAND 


LONDON, JUNE 10—Many in- 


teresting deductions are made by 


the registrar general from 
the 


figures he gives in his sixty,-sev- 


eftth annual report on marriages, 
births and deaths. 


As usual, the report is more 


than a year behind its time. Al- 
though it deals with the year 
1904, it is inscribed to the Right 
Hon. John Burns, M. P., who 
took up his office at the local gov- 


ernment board long after the pe- 
riod under review. 


The b>re statistics for the year 


have rfeen published previously, 
but for the purposes of reference 
it is interesting to reproduce 
them thus: 


Marriages, 257,856, equal to a 


rate of 15.2 persons married to 
1000 of population'. 
This rate 


was .6 per 1000 below the .aver- 
age for the preceding ten years. 


Births, 945,389, equal to a rate 


of 27.9 per 1000 of the population 


—the lowest rate on record. 


Deaths, 549,784, equal to a rate 


of 16.2 per 1000 living. Lowest 
rate on record, with the exception 
of the year 1903, when it was 15.f. 
per 1000. 


These are the bare facts for the 


year, but in a .series of careful 
analyses extended over a period 
of over thirty years the registrar 
general brings out some startling 
facts. 


He separates the marriageable 


persons from the rest of the pop- 
ulation, and shows that only; in 


three counties—Surrey, Middle-1 
sex and Essex—has there been 
any increase in the marriage rate, j 
In London the fate has decreased 
by. 21 per cent during the thirty- 
two years. In fourteen mainly ag- 
ricultural counties the 
decrease 


has ranged from 2 to 9 per cent, 
while in the remaining counties it 
has ranged from 10 to as much 
as 29 p'er cent. 


Not only has. the number of 


marriages declined, but brides 
and bridegrooms have put off'the 
wedding day until later in life. 
The average ages in 1904 stood 
as follows:

There was a further decrease 


in the number of early marriages. 
Only 46 per 1000 of the year's hus- 
bands and 153 per 1000 of the 
year's wive's were minors. The 
total number of minors married 
was 51,141. 


Thus two important facts are 


made, jclear—that fewer people 
get married, and those who do 


numbered 1.155,000 instead of the 
907,715 actually recorded.

Now when, one re- 
sists the perfectly natural desire to drink 
while eating he may not be thirsty sev- 
eral hours afterward, but he Is advised 
nevertheless to force himself to drink 
arthat time.

of these functions are performed by

HORROR

Ella Reeves Bloor Tells of Witnesses She Brought Before Messrs. 


Neill and Reynolds^ and of Their Convincing Testimony to 


Vile Frauds Perpetrated in Chicago. 


iY ELLA REEVE BLOOR. 


( N. T. World.) 


Upton Sinclair, author of "The Jun- 


gle," 
requestefl me on April 2 last to 


start for Chicago the next day, thera 
meet an investigating commission sent 
by President Roosevelt. The president 
had read Mr. Sinclair's book, and had 
been so Impressed with its recital of 
conditions In the stock yards that he 
had determined on getting at the fact; 
he could not believe that "The Jungle" 
could ie a true picture. He asked Mr. 
Sinclair to go to Chicago, and give the 
members of his commission every fa- 
cility for seeing for themselves the 
conditions he had described. Because 
of pressure of work Mr. Sinclair could 
not go to Chicago, and asxed me to go 
in his place. 


I think the reason Mr. Sinclair asked 


me to go was that I understood his 
careful methods of getting informa- 
tion, having been associated with him 
in securing facts about other indus- 
tries. 


Realizing that we must get the truth 


from the men—at their work, in sa- 
loons and other places as well as in 
their homes—my husband accompaned 
me. 
"We arrived in Chicago on April 


4 and began that day to see men and 
women who had been living and work- 
ing in Packlnarton for years, 


HORRIBLE STORIES. 


We had several 
Interviews with a 


butcher who had been working on the 
killing beds for seventeen years. 
This 


man told us many things, at much risk 
to himself, and his stories were not 
told just to excite our 
surprise. 
In 


tact he was BUi^-.-^J that 
we were 


horrified at some of the, to him, ordi- 
nary conditions on the killing beds. He 
told of frequency "killing" cattle that 
were already dead—knocking, heading, 
going through the usual process of 
killing. 
He told of killing animals 


so badly affected with "lumpy" jaw 
that when they cut the head off the 
terribly offensive abscess was cut into 
nnd the butchers were 
splashed all 


over. Hardened as they are to blood 
;>n1 dirt, this is always dreaded by 
them more than anything else. 


When asked why these animals were 


• pissed" by Inspectors, he considered 
Fu.-h a question evidence of my su- 
.- -<^ne ignoranje as to the customs of 
-.IP stockyards. Inspectors, he 
said, 


wouldn't think of taking the trouble 
i , look inside the animal's mouth for 
"lumpy" jaw—and the lumps are of- 
;pn inside. 
SOURCE OF "CANNED TONGUE." 
I asked him what they did with the 


•ongues of "lumpy" jawed cattle. "Oh, 
they are used for canned tongue," he 
said. "The mea." It goes to the trim- 
med moat 
department, 
for sausages, 


headcheese or some other delicacy." 


Even the abscess, he 
said, is not 


wasted: it is thrown into the scraps 
on the floor. They a:e gathered w i t h a 
scraper like those used on the street, 
and theio are several destinations for 
such scraps. Some go to tanks to be 
renrteied 'n;o lard, others to butterme 
tanks, and some foi soap. 


Th.; testimony of this butcher and of 


many othf men who worked In the 
3 arris, of the- brutality, of foremen ex- 
plains much of the bitterness and m- 
difitrence of the worker? 
Men who 


a-e kicked and knocked down, by their 
bosses, do not care much for the health 
of the public-, and so they spit on the 
meat scraps on the floor, and otherwise 
defi e the canals or sewers filled with 
such refuse. 


GIVEN A WARMING 


It was a well-known tact that one of 


the- city inspectors on this killing floor, 
in one of the largest houses in 
the 


"yards." had a bell near his station 
which would be rung, presumably from 
the office, when a superintendent or 
visitors should happen along, so that 
the Inspector would know -when it was 
important that he should "Inspect." 


We asked the butchers if accidents 


did not happen frequently to the men 
on the killing floor, and were told of 
many caused by steers falling on men, 


by the men accidentally cutting them- 
selves, etc. In every case of accident, 
sickness or death the beef trust gets 
the Insurance money, -while 
the men 


get nothing except free 
medical at- 


tendance, often from young students 
employed by the company. 


SOME BEEF TRUST RECIPES. 
We -were fortunate in securing pos- 


itive proof that spoiled meats that 
came back to houses in the "yards," 
rejected for exportation or 
by home 


markets, were "renovated" by various 
processes. Formulas of some preserv- 
atives used have been submitted to the 
president's commission. One for spoil- 
ed meats Is; "To thirty gallons of wai- 
ter, enough to cover product, twenty- 
three pounds salt, four pounds of too- 
raclc acid and one pound of borax." 


One formula for a preservative for 


pork kidneys for export is as follows: 


"One 
hundred gallons 
of 
water; 
thirty pounds of «alt: fifteen pounds 
of saltpeter; twenty pounds of borax; 
twenty pounds of boraclc acid." 


Most "spoiled 
meat" comes in in 


summer. It is received at 
a place 


called "the morgue." In Swift's place 
this Is "No. 13 house, first floor, south- 
west corner." "Spoiled smoked meat" 
goes back to No. 2 smoke-house. 


Messrs. Neill and Reynolds arrived 


in Chicago on Tuesday or Wednesday 
of the week following our arrival and 
the same day called upon us at the 
transit house, in the stock yards. We 
made an appointment to go together 
the next day to see Dr. Jacques, for- 
mer chief city inspector, who had con- 
sented to meet the commission, and 
help as much as possible. 


HE WOULD EAT IT. 


Mr. Reynolds -went with me the next 
morning to visit Dr. Jacques. During 
the conversation, Mr. Reynolds stated 
that he had consulted a chemist of 
high authority in New York City as 
to whether tuberculosis and trichino- 
sis germs would survive the high pres- 
sure of heat and sterilization to which 
they were subjected In the lard-ren- 
dering processes. 
The chemist 
had 


he said he would cheerfully eat lard 
of tuberculosis or trichinosis or even 
cholera-affected hogs. 


Dr. Jacques, who is a noted bacter- 


iologist, smiled and said that might 
be true, but aside from the fact that 
he, with most other folks, was "preju- 
diced" against eating such lard, that, 
In diseased tissue other germs were 
set free—more poisonous and 
more 


persistent germs of toxic poisons. 


Dr. Jacques 
deplored the lack of 


legislation governing meat Inspection 
as well as non-enforcement of lawrs 
already In existence. He showed pas- 
sages from the laws sent out from the 
bureau of agriculture regulating gov- I 
ern Inspection permitting five grades 
ernment 
inspection 
permitting five 


inspectors and three grades of "lumpy"! 
jaw. And If, by chance, cattle should 
be "condemned." no regulation Is made 
as to final disposition of the cattle or 
a penalty attached If they are not con- 
demned. 


BREEDERS ARE BLAMED, TOO. 
Dr. Jacques also felt strongly that 


the breeder of diseased animals should 
be leached by law—that the source of 
disease should be investigated 
We 


learned from him that sometimes the 
best looking beef is tubercular. His 
experiences as to non-enforcement of 
existing laws he has already given to 
the world in an article in World's 
Woik magazine. 


Mr. Rej nolds made an appointment 


with Dr. Jar.ques for the next morn- 
Ing to visit the Standard slaughter 
house where diseased 
and 
crippled 


cattle are killed. Mr Reynolds after- 
ward informed me th.it they went to 
this house, and as the city inspector 
knew of the visit, a hasty attempt was 
made of cleaning up the place. Things 
were seen that could not be concealed 
and, 
no doubt, this visit will be de- 


scribed in the commission's report to 
the president. 


.After leaving Dr. Jacques, I took 
Mr. Reynolds to see Dr. J. C. Milnes, 
who had been a government inspector 
at various packing houses for the past 
nine years. He had affidavits of cor- 
ruption, bribery, etc., In his possession 
and read extracts from his diary bear- 
ing on the absence of other Inspectors 
from their posts of duty on killing

beds. During their own absence Ttun- 
dreds of animals would be killed and 
passed on to cooler, without any in- 
spection at all. He was willing to 
make an affidavit to his clary—had 
made sworn charges against Secretary 
Wilson and had written 
lettets 
to 


President Roosevelt, but had received 
no satisfaction. He was discharged 
by Dr. Saloman, who has since been 
deposed as chief of the meat inspec- 
tion bureau. 


NEXT WITNESS. 


The next witness I introduced to 


the president's commission was A. M. 
Simons, editor of the International So- 
cialist Review. 
I took him to the 


rooms of Messrs. Neill nnd Reynolds 
In the Hyde Park Hotel by appoint- 
ment. 
Mr. Simons, who 
for 
three 


years -was employed by the bureau of 
charities in the Packingtow-n district, 
has published a pamphlet describing 
the terrible conditions there. 
This 


pamphlet has been circulated by the 
thousands in Chicago nnd its truthful- 
ness has never been assailed. 


Mr. Simons told Messts. Neill and 


Reynolds of his experiences in helping 
a friend who was a medical studnt. in 
dressing the arms of packing nouse 
workers—hundieels of them being af- 
flicted 
with dreadul sores produced 


by being compelled to keep t heir, n mis 
in the picttllng and preservative com- 
pounds when manipulating the meat. 


HORRIBLE DEATHS." 


Mr. Simons told of two cases in one 


family that came before the bureau 
of deaths. 
One, a little boy, was tak- 


ing his father's dinner to him. 
The 


room was full of steam from the ren- 
dering tanks, which are almost level 
with the floor, which was greasy. The 
boy slipped and fell into a terribly 
hot lard tank 
One year later 
the 
lad.s father himself died in the same 
horrible way. 
Mr. Simmons empha- 
sized the bad conditions of the work- 
ers and said that many were litef- 
aly starving. 
. • 


We next took a young: man before 
the commission who had worked and 
lived all his life in "The Yards." He 
was accompanied by a member of the 
Illinois legislature 'from the Packing 


town district, a man who has lived 
there more than fifteen years. At this 
interview William Bross Lloyd, son of 
Henry D. Lloyd, the well known writ- 
er and lawyer of Chicago, was pres- 
ent. 


The young man had first worked as 


a- bo\ on thr killing floor, later in 
the butterine d^oartment at Armour's 
and in Armou.'.s produce department. 
He described the entire process 
of 


making butterine and told ot its var- 
ious grades. 
In the first quality of 


the product -some butter is used, hi; 
said, the basis being "oleo," the ,oil 
made from the scraps of moat gath- 
ered 
from the various departments, 


even the cut-out, condemned 
parts 


being 
utilized. 
Much formaldoh>de 


is used in this department as well as 
boracic acid. In the renovated butter 
department scrapings 
of old butter 


tubs are brought in. gathered from all 
parts of the country by men sent out 
tc bu.v them up from grocers. 


WITH DIRTY HANDS. 


Mnn with dirty hands work up those 


masses of oleo and renovated butter 
until si certain consistency is obtained, 
and the finished product is branded 
and sent out to the world. Often in 
stores when people ask for a certain 
brand 
called 
"Clovfrdalp." for in- 


stance, they think they are 
getting 


butter, but this "Cloverdale" 
means 


butteiine. Thouands ot pounds of the 
very poorest grade of buttrrine are 
shipped yearly to Liverpool. 


In the produce department 
this 


witness said preat quantities of spoil- 
ed chickens were received, sometimes 
so slimy and slippery that the work- 
ers could hardly handle them. These 
were all stored in coolers, frozen stiff 
and hard, and when needed for can- 
ning gradually thawed out In 
rooms 


of certain temperature "doped" 
up 
again with "preservatives"—formalde- 
hyde and boracio acid. If the chicken 
Is firm enough It is canned as "sliced 
chicken" for restaurant chicken sand- 
wiches, and other uses 
If i,t is too 


soft to get large whole pieces from, 
it .is.spiced and canned, as "potted" or 
"minced" or "deviled chicken." 
One 


of .this-man's-family, a girl, -worked 
in the canning department, so he could 


speak with assurance as to the final 
disposition 
of 
the chicken he bad 


helped to "dope." 


INDUSTRY IN EGGS. 


In 
this produce department they 


carry on a lively industry In eggs. 
Girls are employed to "candle" them 
and those that are In the last analysis, 
too bad to hold together, are dumped 
into tins, set In refrigerators to freeze 
solid for weeks, months, or if neces- 
sary years, then sold to bakers, con- 
fectioners in solid blocks for use in 
custard pies and other dainties. 


This young man talked of the Im- 
morality prevalent in the yards. 
He 


said 
many of hts own girl friends 


coming f:s:n the better homes In "the 
yards" had been corrupted by foremen 
who had threatened them with loss of 
their job. The Immoral invircnment 
was also spoken of before the com- 
mission, by the members of the legis- 
lature, whose sisters had worked in the 
packing houses many years, and who 
had bitterly complained of this feature 
of their environment, to their moth- 
ers. 
/ 


Both these men testify to the brutal- 


izing effect tif the entire system In the 
packing houses upon men. women and 
children. Utter indifference as t» the 
health of the public, and terlble greed, 
winch makes t!i* rnotto "Nothing lost 
.but the squeal" -literally true, per- 
vades the entire gigantic plant of the 
Beef Trust. 


WOMAN'S EXPERIENCE. 


The next witness we took before 


Messrs. Neil! and Reynolds was 
Miss 


Bertha Wilklns, a newspaper woman, 
of Chicago, who also has been em- 
ployed oh the city bureau of charities. 
She had determined to see the con- 
dition of,the woman.workers herself, 
so dressed in shabby clothes and ap- 
plied, for woik. 
She was referred to 
a man wearing the unfform of Chi- 
cago city police. He led her to the 
trimmed 
"meat department, 
where 


meat is cut up for sausage. She wa» 
told "by- the foreman that he 
would 
give her a regular "graft" and put her 
on- cutting -up -meat for "diamond A' 
sausage at sixty cents per 100 pounds. 
The' girls told • her she. would make 
more money If she cut up the ordl- 


Honible Details of the Making of Sausage, Potted Ham and 


Canned Meats Given by Men Who for Years Had 
Labored 


for the Trust—Immorality of Employes a Menace to Society. 


nary meat at twenty-five cents per 
100. 


The temperature of the room had to 
be kept at five degrees below 
the 
freezing point, and the women had to 
work at high speed to make a bare 
living. 


In the room where they ate their 


luncheon she said the sanitary condi- 
tion* were awful. 
When she com- 


plained to the forewoman that person 
said: 
"Oh, that's none of my biz." 
There seems to be utter Irresponsibil- 
ity for every glaring evil In Packing- 
town. "None of my biz" is the motto 
from the packers down. 


At the close of the second working 


day Miss Wllklna "resigned." She re- 
ceived 59 cents as payment. 
POLICE ARE A POWER THERE. 
The tact that these uniformed police 


are scattered ill over the yards is a 
v*ry suggestive one. Every man or 
woman applying for work sees such a 
man and if discharged is conducted 
out of the yards by a policeman. When 
the men receive their pay envelopes or 
checks a policeman stands by the win- 
dow using his "authority" whenever he 
feel* like it.

COMPLAINTS NO USE. 


Boning meat for canning and pot- 


ting Is done by piecework. The meat 
1< thrown down a chute to the boning 
floor. There the men scramble for a 
good piece, and on rush days, when a 
large quantity of meat comes down the 
ctiute, It Is piled up on the floor, tram- 
pled upon and often spit upon. 
The 


boners carry the large pieces to their 
benches" and separate the meat from 
the bones. 
Sometimes the meat is so 


poor that It has no fat whatever and 
Is pulpy and watery. 


This man had a pork shoulder Just 
a few days before which was rotten 
and maggotty. He asked the foremati 
what to do wltti It. "Throw 
the 


thing In with the rest of the meat," he 
was told. 
So the rotten stuff was 


utilized In some delicacy. 


The floor Is covered an Inch or so 


with grease and with dirt from the 
worker'* shoes. 


Most of the men chew tobacco and 


are continually spitting on the floor, 
and very often on the piles ot boned 
meats. It Is a well known fact that 
one of the negroes, a "scab," who came 
In during the strike, has tuberculosis 
In an advanced stage. This man spits 
continually, 
everywhere 
about 
the 


room. Complaints of the workers are 
of no avail for he Is "protected." 


Of course it would be impossible for 


the president's 
commissioners, 
men 


with the bearing and address of gentle- 
men, to get into a boning room like the 
one described unless the inspectors 
first see that the floor, 
at 
least, is 


cleaned up and 
the 
sick workman 


warned not to spit on the floor or on 
the meat In their presence. 
In the last 


analysis they must take the testimony 
of men who are daily working and liv- 
ing under such conditions—men who 
are known to be truthful and reliable 
and who could 
have 
no object 
11. 


painting things worse than they really 
are. 


SAW NO INSPECTORS. 


Mr. Bloor mingled with the men in 


saloon*, and succeeded in getting on 
the killing beds at Nelson 
Morris' 


house one afternoon, when there was, 
apparently, 
no 
inspector 
present. 
Dressed In old clothes, coUarless an.! 
pipe In mouth, he assured 
the 
men 


that he wanted to see how they killed 
the animal*, that he was "from Phila- 
delphia." After being held up by va- 
rious policemen, he finally sot a pass. 
He stood on a raised plank directly 
over the pens containing the animals 
to be "knocked." Mr. Bloor ftool un- 


til forty- two were killed, and then b«» 
coming 'aim turned an-ay. Seeing no 
signs of inspection during the differ- 
ent processes of killing until they wer« 
started on the trolleys to the cooli r, 
he asked the men about U. They <Ildi.'t 
know where the inspectors were, the-* 
are none here now."

by falling in a tank. The widow h.id 
received $2500 from the company the 
week before. Later it was learned that 
there was no record of this case in the 
coroner's office. Other workers con- 
tirmed the etory of this man's death.
